THE  ROOSEVELT  HOSPITAL 


Founded  under  will  of  James  H.  Roosevelt  was  incorporated 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  February  2nd,  1864.  It 
occupies  the  block  of  ground  between  58th  and  59th  Streets  and 
9th  and  10th  Avenues,  and  has  erected  thereon  suitable  buildings, 
which  furnish  accommodations  for  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  patients.  It  was  opened  for  the  treatment  of  medical  and 
surgical  patients  November  2nd,  1871.  The  Ambulance  Service 
was  established  in  1877  and  discontinued  in  1909.  The  Out- 
Patient  (Dispensary)  Department  was  added  in  1881.  The 
Gynaecological  Division  was  separated  from  the  Medical  in  1888. 
The  McLane  Operating  Room,  the  gift  of  Dr.  James  W.  McLane, 
in  memory  of  James  W.  McLane,  Jr.,  for  the  use  of  the  Gynaeco- 
logical service  was  opened  in  1890.  The  Wm.  J.  Syms  Memorial 
Operating  Theatre,  was  erected  in  1892.  The  Private  Patients’ 
Pavilion  was  erected  in  1896,  and  the  Training  School  for  Nurses 
was  organized  the  same  year.  The  Accident  Building  was  erected 
in  1898,  providing  in  the  first  story  for  treatment  of  emergency 
and  accident  cases.  A new  Administration  Office  for  the  Super- 
intendent was  constructed  and  occupied  in  1901. 


In  1903  a Recreation  Room  for  the  use  of  the  House  Staff  was 
constructed  at  the  expense  of  Drs.  Seth  M.  Milliken,  Jr.,  and 
Fred’k.  T.  Van  Beuren,  Jr.,  members  of  the  House  Staff. 

1906 — A new  kitchen  department. 

1908 — A new  laboratory  building  was  constructed  providing 
accommodation  for  pathological  and  bacteriological  laboratories. 

1911 —  A Nurses’  Home  containing  108  individual  bedrooms, 
large  assembly,  reading  and  reception  rooms  with  up-to-date  ap- 
pointments, was  erected  and  equipped  through  the  efforts  of  Dr. 
McLane.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Walter  Scott,  a large 
sun  parlor  was  added  to  this  building  in  1916. 

1912 —  A fireproof  building  was  erected  by  Dr.  Lewis  Ruther- 
ford Morris  for  the  use  of  the  Harriman  Research  Laboratory, 
where  special  studies  in  metabolism  and  digestive  ferments  are 
being  conducted  by  the  chemists  of  that  staff  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Wm.  Gordon  Lyle. 

1919 —  A new,  commodious  laundry. 

1920 —  Nurses’  Dining  Room  enlarged  to  nearly  twice  its  size. 

1921 —  New  Private  Patients’  Admission  Office. 

1922— 1923 — The  completion  of  a modern  fireproof  Ward  Pa- 
tients’ Building  accommodating  290  patients. 

1924 —  A new  Boiler  Plant  and  Coal  Vault. 

1925 —  Alterations  in  Syms  Operating  Theatre.  The  establish- 
ment of  a Central  Sterilizing  Plant. 

New  Nurses’  Class  Rooms. 

Sick  Nurses’  Infirmary. 


PRESIDENT’S  LETTER 


The  previous  reports  have  given  in  some  detail  the  history  of 
the  progress  and  expansion  of  the  Hospital.  The  year  1926  has 
been  given  to  the  detailed  work  of  the  intensive  use  of  our  facilities 
and  minor  adjustments  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

The  two  most  spectacular  incidents  of  the  year  have  been : 
First,  the  attack  by  a group  of  bandits  on  the  office  of  the  Hos- 
pital. Fortunately,  this  was  not  attended  by  injury  or  death  to 
anyone  concerned.  The  bandits  have  been  caught  and  are  being 
punished  for  another  crime.  It  has  been  a matter  of  speculation 
whether  they  obtained  the  information  on  which  they  planned  their 
attack  while  benefiting  from  the  services  of  the  Hospital.  Second, 
the  flooding  of  our  boiler  plant  from  some  undiscoverable  source 
that  threatened  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Hospital.  I wish  to 
acknowledge  the  prompt  and  efficient  help  of  the  Edison  Electric 
Company  and  the  New  York  Fire  Department  in  overcoming  this 
situation. 

The  increased  cost  of  running  the  Hospital  has  strained  our 
resources.  The  per  capita  cost  of  private  patients  (which  does  not 
include  anything  for  the  professional  medical  attendance)  in  1926 
was  $9.22  and  ward  $5.01 — although  not*  excessive  in  comparison 
with  other  institutions  shows  our  room  rates  to  barely  cover  the 
cost  of  service  and  our  highest  ward  rate  of  $3.00  demonstrates  the 
charitable  contribution  by  the  Hospital  in  all  ward  cases.  The 
cost  of  running  the  Hospital  amounted  to  about  $36,000  more  than 
the  year  1925  and  the  main  items  contributing  to  this  were  in- 
creased wages,  increased  cost  of  food  and  increased  cost  of  coal. 
How  much  we  can  control  these  matters  in  the  future  is  unde- 
termined. Until  we  are  stronger  financially  we  cannot  undertake 
any  large  expansion.  I believe  we  are  properly  located  to  be  of 


great  assistance  to  the  sick  poor  of  the  City  of  New  York  and  to 
extend  efficient  service  to  the  classes  that  are  better  off.  Our  most 
urgent  needs  are  additional  endowment,  the  income  of  which 
should  be  used  for  the  general  needs  of  the  Hospital.  As  we  add 
to  our  income  we  need  funds  for  additional  accommodation  for 
our  nurses,  accommodation  for  semi-private  patients  and  additional 
facilities  for  our  clinic.  We  appeal  to  all  our  friends  who  are 
interested  in  our  work  for  such  aid  as  they  can  give,  and  we  thank 
those  who  have  so  generously  aided  us  in  the  past.

A donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate patients  to  a bed  in  the  Wards  in  perpetuity ; and  a donation 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients  to  a 
bed  in  a single  room  off  the  Wards  in  perpetuity.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


January  1,  1927. 

To  the  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES : 

Gentlemen I have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  fifty- 
fifth  annual  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1926. 

PATIENTS  There  have  been  treated  in  all  departments  of  the 
TREATED  Hospital  35,359  persons — 11,163  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department,  17,824  in  the  Emergency  De- 
partment and  6,372  in  the  Wards  and  Private  Rooms.  The 
average  number  of  patients  in  the  Wards  and  Private  Patients’ 
Pavilion  was  269,  or  97,635  days  bed  care  during  the  year.  The 
average  number  of  daily  visits  to  the  Emergency  Department  was 
51  and  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  121. 

FREE  DAYS  AND  There  were  4,744  patients  in  the  Wards 
DAYS  CARE  (an  increase  of  433  over  1925).  The  fol- 

lowing comparative  table  shows  the  in- 
creased number  of  patients  admitted,  and  the  number  of  those 
treated  free,  with  days’  care,  since  the  abandonment  of  the  old 
wards  at  the  close  of  1923 :

Consequently,  since  the  opening  of  the  new  ward  patients’  build- 
ing, as  the  above  table  discloses,  shows  a large  increase  ( 1926 
against  1923)  of  1,842  more  ward  patients,  1,546  free  patients, 
18,185  free  days  care,  and  23,922  ward  days  care. 

The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  ward  patient  was  15  days 
as  against  16  days  of  the  previous  year,  and  that  of  each  private 
patient  16^2  days  as  against  15. 

COST  The  cost  per  day  to  the  Hospital  for  each  private  patient 
cared  for  was  $9.22  and  $5.01  for  each  ward  patient. 

The  daily  per  capita  covering  all  indoor  patients  of  the  Hospital 
increased  from  $5.61  to  $6.07  this  year. 

The  daily  per  capita  cost  for  food  for  this  year  was  6\l/2  cents 
as  against  59.66  cents  the  previous  year.  These  figures  represent 
the  cost  of  food  supplies  before  preparation. 
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The  cost  of  provisions  was  $164,328.32  as  compared  with  $156,- 
450.87  in  1925,  an  increase  of  $7,877.45. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  in  1926  was  $866,543.22, 
as  compared  with  $793,766.57  last  year,  an  increase  of  $72,776.65. 

The  operating  receipts  were  $668,684.31  as  contrasted  with 
$634,457.86  in  1925,  an  increase  of  $34,226.45. 

FREE  Little  or  no  allusion  of  the  free  work  of  the  Hospital 
WORK  has  hitherto  been  recorded  in  our  reports  but  it  may  be 
interesting  to  our  many  friends  of  the  Hospital,  who 
have  always  been  interested  in  its  progress  of  medical  or  surgical 
work  performed,  to  note  the  increasing  volume  of  charitable  work 
that  is  daily  being  done  in  aiding  the  sick  poor  which  come  to 
our  doors. 

During  the  year  a greater  number  of  free  patients  were  cared 
for  in  the  public  wards  (69 ]/2%  free  days  care)  than  ever  before, 
including  many  nephritic,  diabetic  and  cardiac  patients,  also  seri- 
ous fracture  cases,  some  of  which  required  urgent  attention  and 
special  treatment  for  which  potent  special  drugs  had  necessarily 
been  prescribed  for  those  who  were  financially  unable  to  pay,  not 
only  for  their  board  but  also  unable  to  defray  the  cost  of  special 
medication,  which  always  entails  an  added  expense  to  the  Hos- 
pital. For  instance — treatments  given  diabetic  patients  alone 
totalled  an  expense  of  $700  and  a similar  sum  was  expended  for 
nephritic  and  cardiac  patients.  The  cost  and  preparation  of  special 
diets  is  an  element  of  added  expense. 

Critically  ill  patients  requiring  blood  transfusions  (in  hope  of 
being  able  to  save  a life)  not  able  to  pay  for  blood  grouping  nor 
for  donors,  metabolism,  X-ray  cases  and  special  laboratory  work — 
all  is  an  expense  of  great  magnitude  and  devolves  a much  greater 
burden  upon  the  treasury  of  the  Hospital  than  in  former  years. 

EXPENSES  The  management  of  the  Hospital  is  seriously 
concerned  by  the  increased  expense  of  its  work, 
not  alone  the  free  work  referred  to  above,  but  departmental  ex- 
penses as  well.  Due  to  increases  in  cost  of  salaries  ($12,097.25), 
food  ($7,877.45),  coal  ($17,215.15)  and  special  repairs  about 
$10,000,  and  also  the  flood  in  the  boiler  room,  the  year  1926 
shows  the  net  cost  of  conducting  the  Hospital  much  larger  than 
in  previous  years. 

We  are  in  need  of  additional  endowment  to  sustain  our  work. 

PATHOLOGICAL  The  Pathological  Department  has  shown 
AND  HARRIMAN  steady  progress  during  the  year  as  the  table 
LABORATORIES  of  examinations  shows  on  page  33.  To- 
wards the  end  of  the  year  our  Director  of 
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Laboratories,  Dr.  William  Gordon  Lyle,  tendered  his  resignation 
from  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  Hospital  as  its  head, 
which  took  effect  January  1,  1927,  but  still  heads  the  Harriman 
Research  Laboratory  as  its  Director,  and  continues  to  carry  on 
as  usual  the  research  work. 

Dr.  Thomas  S.  Winslow,  who  is  a capable  and  experienced  lab- 
oratory head  and  has  conducted  a laboratory  in  this  City  for  some 
years,  has  been  appointed  by  the  Board  and  succeeds  Dr.  Lyle  as 
Director  of  the  Pathological  Laboratory. 


X-RAY  Since  the  reorganization  of  the  X-Ray  De- 

DEPARTMENT  partment  three  years  ago  headed  by  Dr. 

Joseph  M.  Steiner,  as  its  Director,  the  work 
has  steadily  continued  to  expand  as  indicated  by  the  following 
table  in  comparison  with  the  two  preceding  years :

It  will  be  observed  that  there  was  an  increase  of  732  patients 
over  last  year,  and  an  increase  of  3,120  patients  over  1924,  using 
9,070  more  films.  This  increase  is  accounted  for  largely  by  the 
expansion  of  our  Cystoscopic  facilities  for  which  one  of  the  treat- 
ment rooms  in  the  X-Ray  Department  was  made  available  last 
year.  This  was  necessary  to  relieve  the  pressure  of  work  which 
was  carried  on  in  the  major  Cystoscopic  Room  of  the  Hospital. 

The  equipment  in  this  room  consists  of  a new  Squier  G.  U. 
Buckey  Operating  Table  specially  devised  and  suitably  adapted 
for  use  in  this  specialty ; a portable  X-Ray  unit  and  a new  instru- 
ment and  supply  cabinet,  all  of  which  equipment  was  donated  to 
the  Hospital  by  the  generosity  of  Dr.  J.  Bentley  Squier,  to  whom 
we  are  greatly  indebted  for  this  needed  improvement. 

The  Department  has  had  Ultra  Violet  Therapy  added  to  its  ac- 
tivities during  this  year  and  its  active  use  by  the  Ward  services 
and  Out-Patient  Department  have  demonstrated  the  needs  for 
Physiotherapy. 

The  plan  for  teaching  X-Ray  technicians  has  developed  suc- 
cessfully during  the  past  year,  the  Department  keeping  two  student 
technicians  constantly.  These  technicians  are  given  a practical 
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rather  than  a theoretical  training.  The  Photographic  Department 
has  grown  in  usefulness,  this  division  supplying  the  necessary 
photography,  lantern  slides  and  prints  required  by  members  of  the 
Medical  Staff. 

OUT-PATIENT  The  changes  effected  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
DEPARTMENT  partment  as  mentioned  in  our  last  report  have 
proved  a most  satisfactory  arrangement.  The 
central  filing  system  has  already  proved  indispensable.  The  allo- 
cation of  patients  to  the  various  clinical  departments  only  in 
proper  numbers,  at  certain  hours,  by  the  adoption  of  the  appoint- 
ment system,  inaugurated  a year  ago,  has  been  helpful  to  both 
patient  and  physician  as  well  as  from  the  point  of  administration. 

Greater  emphasis  was  placed  upon  compiling  careful  histories 
of  patients  than  heretofore,  and  the  proper  keeping  of  same  when 
filed  by  the  clinic  clerk.  The  twofold  purpose  of  the  cross  index 
card  file  including  the  Social  Service  register  of  each  patieint  has 
also  been  of  great  benefit. 

There  was  a decrease  in  attendance  of  patients  during  the  year, 
but  a much  larger  percentage  of  free  work  over  that  previously 
reported  was  evidenced,  which  has  also  been  the  case,  as  mentioned, 
with  the  charitable  work  in  the  Wards ; many  receiving  not  only 
free  treatment  but  also  free  medicine,  laboratory  work,  X-Rays, 
tonsillectomy  operations,  and  various  other  departmental  charges. 

DISPENSARY  There  is  a great  need  for  an  organized  Dental 

NEEDS  Class,  to  care  for  the  ambulatory  sick,  as  well 

as  patients  in  the  Wards,  requiring  treatment 
for  diseases  which  originate  in  the  oral  cavity.  It  is  not  infre- 
quently proven  that  results  obtained  by  the  correction  of  oral 
infections  or  infected  teeth  has  been  the  cause  of  patients  suffer- 
ing  from  certain  systemic  diseases. 

Other  classes,  such  as  gastro-intestinal,  ophthalmological,  treat- 
ment and  diagnostic  departments,  etc.,  are  needed. 

Numerous  new  activities  are  developing  and  old  activities  are 
constantly  expanding  which  demand  more  room  and  greater  clin- 
ical facilities  affording  greater  diagnostic  opportunities.  Despite 
the  handicap  of  limited  space  in  which  our  Dispensary  work  is 
carried  on  at  present,  good  work  is  being  done. 

The  solution  is  “A  New  Out-Patient  Building.”  But,  owing 
to  the  enormous  building  program  and  extensive  revamping  of 
the  old  plant  at  a very  great  expense  met  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees during  the  past  three  years,  it  is,  therefore,  a financial  im- 
possibility to  extend  our  building  program  any  further  until  more 
funds  are  available,  unless  some  of  the  Hospital’s  friends  come 
to  our  rescue. 
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The  receipt  of  a munificent  gift  during  the  coming  year  to  ful- 
fil such  a unique  venture  is  our  cherished  hope. 

ENDOWED  BEDS  During  the  year  we  were  fortunate  in  re- 
AND  MEMORIALS  ceiving  the  following  endowed  beds: 

Under  will  of  W.  Irving  Clark  (a 
Trustee  of  the  Hospital  from  1886  to  1922)  to  endow  a bed  in 
one  of  the  general  wards. 

Mrs.  Mary  R.  Evans  endowed  two  beds,  one  in  the  Medical 
and  one  in  the  Gynaecological  Wards  of  the  Hospital  in  order  to 
establish  a memorial  in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  Henry  Evans. 

A room  adjacent  to  the  Female  Surgical  Ward  was  endowed  by 
Miss  Edith  J.  Merrill  to  commemorate  a memorial  for  her  father 
and  mother,  and  a suitable  bronze  tablet  erected  with  the  follow- 
ing inscription : 

“This  room  is  endowed  in  memory  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Merrill  by  their  loving  daughter  Edith  J.  Merrill.” 

The  Theodore  Roosevelt  Memorial  for  Hospital  endowment. 
Two  years  ago  when  this  memorial  was  established,  anonymous 
gifts  of  $35,000  were  received.  During  1925  this  memorial  was 
increased  by  stated  gifts  amounting  to  $14,000  and  $20,000  by 
anonymous  contributions.  During  the  past  year  was  added  $5,500 
more,  making  a grand  total  of  $74,500.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
donors  that  this  amount  be  placed  amongst  the  restricted  endow- 
ment funds  of  the  Hospital  for  investment,  the  income  to  be  used 
for  general  purposes  of  the  Hospital  and  the  fund  to  be  known  as 
the  “Theodore  Roosevelt  Memorial,”  the  names  of  the  givers  not 
to  be  mentioned.  Additional  gifts  from  other  persons  are  solicited 
to  increase  the  amount  of  this  fund,  and  the  names  of  the  givers 
of  any  additional  amount  will  either  be  recorded  or  held  as  anony- 
mous, as  may  be  desired. 

LEGACIES  A very  generous  legacy  was  received  during  the 
year.  This  is  a bequest  under  the  will  of  Mary  E. 
Jesup  which  reads  as  follows: 

“I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Roosevelt  Hospital,  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($100,000)  as  a memorial  of  my  husband  James  R. 
Jesup,  of  which  fund  the  net  annual  interest  and  no  more  shall  be 
used  in  each  year  for  the  support  and  the  work  of  the  hospital,  and 
in  case  of  any  violation  of  this  condition  and  in  case  of  the  disso- 
lution of  said  hospital,  said  principal  sum  shall  revert  to  and  become 
part  of  my  residuary  estate.” 

A further  amount  on  account  of  the  legacy  under  the  will  of 
Emily  F.  Southmayd  of  $5,000  was  received  during  the  year. 
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FRIENDS  Many  contributions  of  flowers,  fruit,  books,  etc., 
were  received  during  the  year  from  the  following 
friends : Miss  Susan  Dwight  Bliss,  Mr.  Thomas  S.  McLane,  Mrs. 
Harry  Harkness  Flagler,  Mrs.  Joseph  B.  Dickson,  Mr.  John  H. 
Abeel,  Mrs.  Lillian  C.  Pierre  and  the  Colony  Club. 

Miss  Susan  Dwight  Bliss  furnished  ice  cream  and  cones  for  the 
children  again  this  year,  during  the  hot  summer  months,  and  many 
lovely  flowers.  She  also  kept  the  children  continually  supplied 
with  new  toys  and  books. 

Mrs.  I.  N.  Landauer  has  continued  to  send  us  very  generous 
monied  contributions  to  meet  special  needs. 

Mrs.  Harry  Harkness  Flagler,  a monied  contribution  toward 
our  Christmas  Fund. 

Miss  Caroline  A.  Warner,  of  Troy,  New  York,  again  sent  us 
funds  for  a Valentine  and  a George  Washington  Birthday  party. 
She  also  made  several  knitted  jackets  for  the  youngsters  in  our 
care. 

Mrs.  Joseph  B.  Dickson,  although  she  is  now  living  abroad, 
remembered  us  very  generously  at  Christmas. 

The  Haven  Relief  Fund  Society  again  allotted  us  $500  of  their 
funds  to  be  used  in  our  Home  Welfare  Work. 

Dr.  J.  Bentley  Squier  made  a generous  contribution  in  the  form 
of  a Scialytic  Light  for  one  of  our  Operating  Rooms. 

A “Friend”  distributed  about  $350  in  the  homes  of  families 
recommended  by  our  Home  Welfare  Bureau  for  Christmas. 

Mrs.  William  John  Fitz  Gerald  contributed  a very  generous 
amount  of  money  toward  our  Christmas  Fund. 

Col.  Walter  Scott,  a large  case  of  toys  for  Christmas. 

The  Church  of  the  Incarnation,  through  their  Employment  So- 
ciety, have  again  assisted  us  considerably  by  sewing  and  making 
hospital  garments. 

George  Borgfeldt  and  Company  sent  us  another  large  case  of 
toys  for  the  children’s  Christmas. 

For  all  this  assistance,  grateful  acknowledgment  is  hereby  made. 

HOSPITAL  1926  will  always  be  a memorable  year,  especially 
“HOLD  UP”  for  those  who  have  had  the  thrilling  experience  of 
facing  the  seven  bandits  who  early  on  July  1st  last 
made  a hurry  call  to  the  Hospital  office,  and  at  the  point  of  glisten- 
ing firearms  demanded  the  monthly  pay  roll  from  our  Cashier  and 
Pay  Master,  who  were  in  process  of  paying  off  employees,  as  it 
was  pay  day.  Fortunately,  the  incident  passed  without  loss  of  life, 
leaving  behind  them  not  alone  “High  Excitement,”  but  also  a 
depleted  payroll,  as  they  succeeded  in  taking  a considerable  sum  of 
money. 
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BOILER  HOUSE  A most  unfortunate  event  occurred  during 
FLOOD  the  month  of  August,  last,  shortly  before 

midnight  when  an  alarm  reached  the  office 
that  there  was  a flood  of  undetermined  origin  in  the  new  Boiler 
House  (the  floor  of  which  is  thirty  feet  below  the  street  level). 
The  room  is  50x60x30  feet  deep.  The  water  had  then  arisen  to  a 
depth  of  about  a foot  with  sump  pumps  working  at  full  speed  with 
the  water  rapidly  rising.  An  urgent  call  for  help  was  instantly 
sent  through  to  the  various  city  departments,  and  by  consistent  and 
untiring  efforts  of  the  Edison  Company  (who  quickly  responded 
to  our  call)  operated  six  large  electric  pumps  presently  faced  a 
five-foot  depth  of  water  which  took  twenty-four  hours  before  the 
bottom  of  the  floor  was  reached.  This  consequently  closed  down 
our  boilers  and  caused  extensive  damage  to  fire  bed  and  walls  from 
being  water  soaked,  as  well  as  causing  great  damage  to  all  motors 
and  electric  equipment  which  were  submerged,  and  subsequently 
had  to  be  renewed  at  a cost  of  several  thousand  dollars.

On  Sunday,  May  9th,  the  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  and 
their  friends  attended  divine  service  in  the  Central  Presbyterian 
Church  where  the  Reverend  Dwight  Witherspoon  Wylie,  D.D., 
preached  the  Baccalaureate  sermon.  This  service  is  always  a beau- 
tiful and  impressive  feature  of  our  graduation  ceremony  and  we 
are  profoundly  grateful  to  Dr.  Wylie  for  his  unfailing  kindness 
in  granting  to  us  this  gracious  privilege. 

The  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  Class  of  1926  were  held 
on  May  11th  in  the  Syms  Building  with  Mr.  W.  Emlen  Roosevelt, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  presiding.  Dr.  George  Emer- 
son Brewer,  for  many  years  a member  of  our  Attending  Staff, 
delivered  an  interesting  and  stirring  address  and  was  followed  by 
Mr.  Thomas  S.  McLane  who  presented  the  school  pins  to  the 
members  of  the  class. 

At  the  close  of  the  formal  exercises,  supper  was  served  to  the 
students  and  their  friends  after  which  a dance  was  held  in  the 
Nurses’  Home. 

Since  our  last  report  the  Reference  Library  has  been  opened 
and  we  are  very  proud  of  this  desirable  addition  to  the  School. 
We  owe  special  thanks  to  Mr.  Harry  Harkness  Flagler  and  Mr. 
Thomas  S.  McLane  for  their  valuable  contributions  to  the  Library. 
Mr.  Flagler  presented  three  handsome  rugs  which  add  greatly  to 
the  beauty  of  the  room  and  Mr.  McLane  sent  forty-one  volumes 
from  a carefully  compiled  list  of  books.  Other  interested  friends 
have  volunteered  to  assist  us  in  filling  the  book  cases  and  eventu- 
ally we  shall  have  a library  which  will  be  of  inestimable  benefit  to 
the  School. 

Owing  to  the  erection  of  the  new  power  house  the  students  have 
been  deprived  of  the  use  of  their  tennis  court  and  the  veranda 
which  overlooked  this  court.  The  sun  parlor,  which  was  the  gift 
of  Colonel  Walter  Scott,  is  rendered  less  attractive  by  its  prox- 
imity to  the  power  house  and  we  would  greatly  appreciate  some 
assistance  in  building  and  furnishing  a sun  room  on  the  roof  of 
the  Nurses’  Home.  At  the  present  time  an  estimate  is  being 
sought  as  to  the  probable  cost  of  such  an  undertaking  and  we 
trust  that  ways  and  means  may  be  found  to  enable  us  to  include 
this  as  an  accomplished  fact  in  our  next  report. 
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As  in  our  report  for  the  years  1924  and  1925  we  again  beg  to 
lay  particular  stress  upon  the  inadequate  housing  accommodations 
for  our  students.  We  are  facing  a serious  situation  and  we  re- 
spectfully urge  that  you  give  it  your  earnest  and  favorable  con- 
sideration. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  report  the  loss  of  three  of  our  grad- 
uates: Mrs.  R.  Walter  Leigh  (Mary  E.  Bullock,  ’05),  died  August 
6,  1926;  Miss  Minnie  J.  Hay,  ’05,  died  March  16,  1926;  Mrs. 
Albert  W.  Peck  (Jessie  M.  Gregg,  ’05),  died  April  27,  1926. 

A very  successful  bazaar  in  aid  of  the  Nurses’  Home  Fund  was 
held  early  in  December  and  we  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  friends  of  the  School  for  their  generous  assistance 
and  lively  interest  in  our  venture. 

Throughout  the  year  our  students  have  enjoyed  many  delightful 
hours  of  entertainment  in  music  and  the  theatre  and  to  the  friends 
who  made  this  enjoyment  possible  we  extend  our  hearty  thanks. 

The  members  of  the  Attending  Staff  and  the  House  Staff  have 
given  freely  of  their  time  in  the  class  room  and  have  responded 
promptly  to  our  calls  for  their  professional  services  in  the  School.

Terms 

Payment  for  account  of  private  patients  required  for  two  weeks 
in  advance. 

If  a patient  leave  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  paid  for, 
a pro  rata  charge  will  be  made  for  the  time  of  stay ; the  day  of 
admission  and  day  of  departure  will  each  be  charged  as  a full 
day,  and  the  balance  will  be  refunded.  The  charge  for  the  room 
includes  board,  divided  attention  of  nurse  and  ordinary  medicines 
and  dressings.  A charge  of  $20.00  will  be  made  for  use  of  the 
operating  room  and  $5.00  for  routine  laboratory  work  for  all 
patients.  Charges  will  also  be  made  for  X-Ray  Exposures,  Path- 
ological Examinations,  Druggist’s  Sundries,  Serums,  Proprietary 
Preparations,  Toilet  Articles,  Bottled  and  Fruit  Beverages,  Bottled 
Waters,  Water  Bottles  and  Special  Appliances. 

Patients  making  direct  application  to  the  Hospital  for  rooms 
are  received  only  as  the  patients  of  one  of  the  Physicians  or  Sur- 
geons privileged  to  use  the  private  rooms ; it  is  expected  that  they 
will  pay  to  the  member  of  the  Visiting  Staff,  to  whom  they  are 
assigned,  a fee  to  be  agreed  upon  with  the  Superintendent  or  with 
the  Physician  upon  the  occasion  of  his  first  visit. 

Relatives  or  friends  are  not  permitted  to  occupy  the  room  with 
a patient,  except  in  the  case  of  parent  and  child,  when  $5.00  daily 
will  be  added  to  the  price  of  the  room,  which  charge  will  include 
meals  for  the  parent.  If  requested,  the  Hospital  will  engage  for 
patients,  for  their  exclusive  use,  a special  (graduate)  nurse,  the 
rate  for  which  will  be  $8.50  for  each  twelve  hours  and  her  services 
will  be  continued  until  the  Superintendent  is  notified  that  they  are 
no  longer  required. 

Valuables  should  be  left  with  the  Superintendent.  Receipt  will 
be  given  for  them.  The  Hospital  disclaims  responsiblity  for  valua- 
bles retained  by  patients. 

Under  a rule  of  the  Trustees,  “No  member  of  the  House  Staff, 
nurse  or  other  employee,  shall  receive  any  compensation,  gift  or 
bequest  from  any  patient,  unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Visit- 
ing Committee.”  Any  infraction  of  this  rule  makes  the  employee 
liable  to  immediate  dismissal.

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BUREAU  OF  HOME  WELFARE 

There  have  been  interviewed  in  this  Department  15,267  patients, 
of  which  1,732  were  cases  for  home  care;  2,209  visits  have  been 
made  to  the  homes  of  patients,  and  327  visits  to  institutions.  264 
patients  were  referred  to  other  agencies,  302  were  given  conva- 
lescent care,  and  293  ward  cases  were  followed  up  to  report  end 
results. 

We  were  again  fortunate  this  year  in  being  able  to  give  a 
circus  party  to  50  children,  conveying  them  in  buses  to  Madison 
Square  Garden  and  supplying  them  with  ice  cream  and  peanuts. 
This  was  made  possible  by  the  same  “Friend”  who  has  given  us 
this  party  for  some  years  past. 

Another  “Friend”  distributed  $350  in  gold  to  poor  families  that 
have  been  under  our  care. 

At  Christmas  we  were  able  to  distribute  50  dinners  to  needy 
families — 25  being  given  by  Mr.  Vincent  Astor  and  25  through 
Dr.  Alexander  T.  Martin,  who  also  gave  mittens,  caps  and  toys 
to  each  child  in  those  families.  Mr.  Arnold  L.  Ayers  sent  us 
$10  which  was  given  to  two  poor  families;  and  Dr.  Lewis  S. 
Booth  had  us  distribute  books,  toys,  dolls,  a doll  carriage  and  a 
bicycle. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Stebbins  contributed  $15  to  pay  for  board  of  one  of 
our  Ward  patients  at  a convalescent  home  after  leaving  the 
Hospital. 

Public  School  94  sent  us  a number  of  valentines  which  delighted 
the  youngsters  in  the  Wards. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  Haven  Relief  Fund  Society  for 
again  contributing  $500  which  we  used  in  affording  relief  to 
worthy  families  coming  under  our  care.  A detailed  report  of  the 
money  disbursed  was  rendered  Mr.  W.  C.  Moore,  Secretary  of 
the  Society.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  BY-LAWS 


I.  The  Admission  of  Patients 

1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  illness 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9 o’clock  a.  m.  and 
5 o’clock  p.  m.  They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the 
Hospital,  when  they  will  be  examined  and  recommended  for  ad- 
mission or  rejection  by  the  House  Physician,  Surgeon  or  Gynae- 
cologist, or  their  Senior  Assistants  on  duty ; or,  if  unable  to 
apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes  by  the  House 
Physician,  Surgeon  or  Gynaecologist  on  duty,  or  one  of  their 
assistants. 

3.  Any  member  of  the  Medical  Board  may  send  to  the  wards 
of  the  Hospital  such  patients  as  he  sees  fit,  giving  them  a special 
order  for  admission,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  No  patient  suffering  from  any  contagious  disease  shall  be 
admitted,  except  such  cases  of  emergency  as  require  immediate 
attention ; and  cases  so  admitted  shall  be  placed  in  the  isolating 
room  only. 

5.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of 
occupied  beds  in  each  ward. 

6.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the 
city  must  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital 
and  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  some  respectable  physician, 
stating  the  nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease. 

7.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent,  ability  to  pay  exists, 
such  charge  as  he  deems  advisable  up  to  $3  per  day  may  be  made 
for  the  ward  patients’  board. 

II.  Rules  for  Patients 

1.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  forbidden  to  use  pro- 
fane or  indecent  language ; to  express  immoral  or  infidel  senti- 
ments ; to  play  at  any  game  for  money ; to  smoke  tobacco  in  the 
house,  or  to  procure  for  themselves  or  others  any  intoxicating 
liquors. 
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2.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  have  any  book,  pamphlet  or 
newspaper  of  an  immoral  or  indecent  nature. 

3.  No  male  patient  shall  go  into  any  of  the  women’s  wards 
nor  any  female  patient  into  any  of  the  men’s  wards. 

4.  No  patients  shall  enter  the  dead-house,  engine-rooms,  kitchen, 
theatre,  or  any  of  the  attendant’s  rooms,  except  by  order  of  the 
Superintendent  or  other  officer  of  the  house. 

5.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent.  When  desiring  to  go  beyond  the  Hospital  bounds, 
patients  must  obtain  a card  from  the  House  Physician,  Surgeon 
or  Gynaecologist,  at  his  morning  round,  stating  that  he  has  no 
objections,  which  card,  when  countersigned  by  the  Superintendent, 
will  serve  them  as  a pass,  and  will  be  good  for  the  day  upon 
which  it  is  given,  but  must  be  surrendered  to  the  doorkeeper 
when  the  patient  goes  out. 

6.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  must  leave  with  the  Super- 
intendent for  safekeeping,  for  which  a receipt  will  be  given,  any 
money  or  other  valuables  they  may  have;  and  in  case  of  their 
failure  to  do  so,  the  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss 
which  may  occur.  The  clothing  of  patients  will,  if  desired,  be 
cared  for,  but  no  responsibility  assumed  for  loss  or  damage.  All 
clothing  infested  with  vermin,  or  for  any  other  reason  deemed 
unfit  to  be  kept  here,  will  be  destroyed  on  the  admission  of  the 
wearer  unless  removed  immediately  by  his  or  her  relatives. 

7.  No  patient  may  purchase,  or  solicit  any  attendant  to  pur- 
chase for  him,  any  articles  whatever  without  permission  of  the 
Superintendent. 

No  member  of  the  House  StafT,  Nurse  or  other  employee 
shall  receive  any  compensation,  gift  or  bequest  from  any  patient, 
unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  Any 
infraction  of  this  rule  makes  the  employee  liable  to  immediate 
dismissal. 

All  complaints  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

8.  Patients  are  admitted  only  upon  condition  that  they  and 
their  visitors  comply  with  the  rules,  and  failure  to  do  so  may 
necessitate  their  removal.
